IN JEALOUS ANGER 



Nxw Yobk, July 2.— That William 
Guldensuppe was murdered by some* 
. one in a tit of jealous anger, and bis 
body tben cut in pieces and distribu- 
ted about the city to conceal the crime, 
is the apparent solution oi New York's 
murder mystery. The latest evidence 
is this: Mrs. Nack, the midwife, who 
lived with Guldensuppe, says she quar- 
reled with him on the day the crime is 
supposed to have been committed. 

Nack, the woman's husband, whom 
she deserted for Guldensuppe, says 
she was subject to flu of Jealous anger, 
and on two occasions chased him with 
a butcher knife and saw, which were 
found in the woman's apartments. 

She is identified by a peddler as hav- 
ing bought oilcloth similar to that in 
which pieces of the corpse were wrap- 
ped. On Saturday Mrs. Nack and an 
unknown man hired a horse and surrey 
and were gone from 3:30 to 9 p. m. 
Saturday. 'Ihe horse was returned 
covered with foam and dust. When 
fonnd by tbe police early Wednesday 
morning Mrs. Nack was making hasty 
preparations to leave the city. She 
says Guldensuppe is alive, but tells 
contradictory stories. 

She is under arrest on suspicion of 
being concerned in the crime The 
charge of murder has not been brought 
against her. There are one or two 
other things which yet remain undis- 
covered. The man who took the mys- 
terious surrey ride with Mrs. Nack is 
yet to be found. He is believed te be 
Martin Thom, another lover of the 
midwife. The search for tho victim's 
head is being pushed, as it is desired 
to make the corpse complete, and for 
further evidence.
